Traffic Lines Are Preparing to 
Fight Missouri Law After 
February. . 





Confident that a tremendous reduction 
of traffic can be shown during October, 
November, December and January, and 
that widespread retrenchments have be- 
come necessary as the result of de- 
creased earnings, Missouri railroad com- 
panies have decided not to contest the 


2-cent passenger fare law until Feb- 


ruary. 

A high official of the.Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, which has mileage in Missouri 
nearly double that of any other line, 
told a Post-Dispatch Friday 
that passenger and freight receipts had 
declined 30 per cent in the past 90 days. 

In the first week of December, he said, 
the net earnings of the Missouri Pacific 
main line and branches amounted to 
$717,000, a decrease of $103,00¢- compared 
with. the corresponding period of 1906. 


| Hope to Kuock ant Law, . 

“From this it is apparent we will have 
no trouble knocking out the 2-cent law,”’ 
said he. The injunction to prevént the 
enforcement of the 2-¢ent law was sus- 
pended by Judge McPherson of the Fed- 
éra. Court pending a 90 days’ trial. 

“At the end of that period the rail- 
roads found that their passenger busi- 
ness had not suffered in proportion to 
the cut in passenger rates. In fact, we 
carried more passengers from June to 
September, 1907, than in the same period 
last year. 

“When the railroads failed to have: the 
injunction proceedings renewed. before 
Judge McPherson, the statement was 
made that we had decided to abandon 
Athe contest. Such, however, is not. the 
case. We found that a three months’ 
test is quite insufficient to determine 
whether the law is confiscatory. 

“But with the return of November, Oc- 
tober and what is promised during Janu- 
ary we are certain thatthe courts will 
not sustain the reduced fare act. 

“We fully expected that Attorney- 
General Hadley would seek to have the 
law tested at the end of the 9-day 
period. As it is, the railroads have 
gained & slight advantage, being able 
to make a more comprehensive showing 
for seven months than théy have done 
for only three.’’ 

Heavy Loss in Revenue. 

The total loss in revenue to the Mis- 
sourl Pacific, Chicago & Alton, Burling- 
ton, Frisco and Wabash roadg during 
November was $2,000,000. The greater 
part of this reduction, however, was in 
freight traffic. 

According to a Wabash official, the 
Miscourl roads wiil.show an aggregate 
loss of $6,000,000 on passenger traffic 
since the 2-cent fare law went into ef- 
fect, June 17. Since Dec. 1 the leading 
Missouri roads have laid off 10,000 men. 

Would Bar Express Compantes. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 13. Me. 
forts,of the State Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners to put into ef- 
fect a 20 per cent reduction in ex- 
press rates in Missouri have been 
stopped for at least three years, ac- 
cording to T. M, Bradbury, secretary 
of the commission, unless in the 
meantime some means is found to put 
into effect a rate which can. not be 
contested in the Federal courts. 

The six express companies have 
brought injunction proceedings in the 
Federal Court in Kansas City to re- 
strain the commission from enforcing 
itd new rate schedule. Mr. Bradbury 
suggests a remedy which if made a 
law would have the effect of not only 
reducing express rates 50 per cent in 
Missouri, but would actually prevent 
the express companies from operating 
in the State. 

Mr. Bradbury favors the passage of 

a law taking away the right of ex- 
is compantes to do business in 
Missourt and requiring railroad 
compenies to carry packages on 
passenger trains and would limit the 

compensation therefor to 50 per cent 
of the rates now charged by the ex- 
press companies for that service,

ND DEAD MAN'S 
HAMOND OR PA 


Deputy Administrator Holds 
Patrolman Kane “Person- 
ally Responsible.” 





DIAMOND’S VALUE $180 
It Disappearéd After the Own- 
er, Capt. Finley, Was 
Found Dying. 


en 





Deputy Public Administrator Bohn no- 
tified the Coroner Friday that he will 
hold Patrolmam Kane personally respon- 
sible for the loss of a diamond stud 
valued at $180 which disappeared from 
the trousers pocket of Capt. A. D. Fin- 


ley, a riverman, after he was found 
dying in his room at 1817 Franklin ave- 
nue. 

Calling at the office of the Coroner to 
take charge of Finley's effects, Bohn 
said: “‘IXane will have to make good this 
joss. He must find the diamond or pay 
the Administrator its value in money.” 

After Kane, at the Coroner’s inquest 
Friday, hed given testimony which did 
not agree with his written police report, 
Chief Creecy announced that he would 
at once begin a thorough investigation 
to fix responsibility for the loss of the 
gem. 

Kane’s Explanation. 


“After Capt. Finley had been taken to 
the City Dispensary Wednesday night I 
searched his pockets and found the dia- 
mond,”’ said Kane at the inquest. ‘‘It 
was in a setting, but I don’t think there 
was a pin or a stud screw on it. I took 
it out of its tissue-paper wrapper and 
examined it and laid it on a table. 

‘‘In the Dispensary at the time were 
Patrolman Murphy, Patrolman Anthony, 
Ambulance Driver Joseph Gallagher, a 
night clerk, whose name I don't know. 
ana Dr. Meyerdieck, the physician in 
charge. All except Dr. Meyerdileck 
picked up the diamond and looked at it. 

“Before we started to the Morgue 
with Capt. Finley’s body someone 
wrapped up the stone. Patrolman Mur- 
phy held open Finley’s leather purse 
and I dropped the stone into it. . At 
least IT think it was the stone. It felt 
like it through the tissue paper, but 
I wasn’t looking“when it was wrapped 
up. On the way over to the Morgue |! 
could feel it in the purse. 

“At the Morgue I laid the purse on a 
table. Murphy and Anthony and a nesr> 
attendant was there, 

“I took the purse to the Central Dis- 
trict Station, but when I opened the 
purse the stone and its tissue paper 
wrapper were gone. | 

“T investigated at the Morgue. 
couldn't find out anything.” 

“Iiave you investigated at the Dis- 
pensary?"’ usked-Deputy Coroner Fath. 

“No,” sai. Kane. 

“Well, you'd better do it right away,”’ 
answered Fath. 

His Written Report, ; 

In his report to the Chief of Police the 
night of Finley’s death, Kane does not 
mention Policeman Anthony as having 
been at the Dispensary. 

“Officer Murphy and myself, assisted 
hy an ambulance driver, searched Fin- 
ley’s pockets,” he wrote. ‘“‘We found a 
stud and other articles. The ambulance 
driver put all of the articles in a pock- 
etbook and handed it to me. I accom- 
panied the body to the morgue and when 
I returned to the station and searched 
the purse the diamond was missing. I 
think I must have lost it on the way 
from the dispensary to the station via 
the morgue.”’ 

Patrolman Murphy made a report in 
which he said that he saw the contents 
of Finley’s pockets, but that he did not 
see a diamond. 

The records of the City Dispensary 
contain a report made by Dr. Meyer- 
dieck in which a list of the articles 
found on Capt. Finley is given. It in- 
cludes “fone, diamond stud.”’ 

Attached to this report is a receipt 
signed by Kane acknowledging that all 
of the articles in the list were turned 
over to him by Dr. Meyerdieck. 

“I will investigate this case,” said 
Dr. Scott, Chief Dispensary physician. 

“It seems from our records that the 
diamond was turned over to Kane by 
Dr. Meyerdieck and that it left the Dis- 
pensary when Kane departed for the 
morgue. On Dr. Meyerdieck’s report 
Kane’s name appears as the only wit- 
ness to the searching of the body. Un- 
der the rules of this department this 
search could have been made only by 
Dr. Meyerdieck, who was responsible 
for the property until he obtained the 
policeman’s receipt for it.”’

Wimsett 
placed a floral wreath on the body of 
the man who received the shots in- 
tended for himeelf. 

Mrs. Lacey is still almost prostrate 
with the tragedy, and insists that her 
hushand was mistaken in his belief 
about Wimsett, and that they were lit- 
tle more than speaking acquaintances.
